TRUE TO GLADSTONE 


Lord Roseberry Affirms His Loyalty to 
the Grand Old Man. 


THE IRISH QUESTION SETTLED, BUT 
LABOR NOW THE ISSUE 


Deacon Shows No Anxicty for His Fate in 
the Prosecution for Killing Abeille— 
Cuba’s New Sugar Process—Military 
Operations in Africa—General Foreign 
News. 


Lorpor, May 18.—In a speech which he de- 
livered in Edinburg last night Lord Roseberry 
deciared that he had re-entered political life 
in order to dispel rumors that his silence was 
due to want of loyalty to Mr. Gladstone or 
the Gladstonian policy. 

Lord Roseberry said that the Irish question 
was practically settled. But the question of 
the new democracy and the new trade union- 
ism had stillto be faced. These questions 
could not be avoided. Lord Salisbury, in- 
tending to sound the tocsin, had sounded the 
knell of the Government. He had spoken 
words which it was impossible to withdraw. 
He would go down to the country with a stain 
which nothing would wash out.

SUCCESSFUL TEST OF A NEW SUGAR PROCESS—

HAVANA, May 18.—The process of a French 
chemist, consisting of the mixing of molasses 
with the cane juice for manufacturing sugars, 
seems to have proved a complete success, if 
the recent reports from Cienfugos are true. 
In these reports it is said that the new pro- 
cess is affording excellent results, inasmuch

GERMANY’S WORLD’S FAIR. 


THE FROPOSED EXHIBITION MEETING MUCH 
OPPOSITION. 

BERLIN, May 18.—The proposal to hold a 
**World’s Fair’’ in Berlin is beginning to at- 
tract considerable attention, and scarcely a 
week passes without meetings to discuss the 
question. Aslong as Prince Bismarck re- 
mained at the head of affairs an exhibition 
Was notto be thought of,as he wasa de- 
termined opponent of the idea. Even now 
the number to whom it is distastefulis con- 
siderable. Large landed proprietors es- 
pecially oppose it from the fear that the ex- 
hibition andthe preparations for it would 
bring thousands of laborers to Berlin from 


sthe agricultural districts, thus raising wages 


and increasing the dearth of labor in the 
eastern agricultural provinces. There is also 
a fear of over-production and too extensive 
speculation in all branches of trade. The 
overwhelming majority of the corporations 
and the associations, the support of which 
would be necessary for such an enterprise, 
have nevertheless declared in favorof the 
plan. The Government and city of Berlin 
also show much sympathy with the plan, al- 
though so far no steps have been taken.

PAaRIs, May 13.—The French forces operat- 
ing against the King of Dahomey have occu- 
pied the Dahomeyan town of Godomoy, 
eighteen miles west of Kotonou.

DEEP-WATER CONVENTION. 


To-Day'’s Proceedings of the Meeting at 
Memphis. 


Mempuis, Tenn., May 18.—The Mississippi 
Valley Deep-Water Convention reconvened 
at 11 o’clock this morning with Congressman 
John ©, Tarsney of Missouri in the Chair. 
The Committee on Resolutions appointed at 
the last meeting presented the follow- 
ing report: Whereas, The Mississippi 
River and its tributaries constitute 
the most valuable natural highway for 
the commerce of the country to the sea and 
reach a trade ofevery State and Territory oi 
the Mississippi valley. 

Whereas, The permanent improvement of 
the Mississippi River and its navigable trib- 
utaries willinsure stable and regular rates 
throughout the year by competition with 
the Trunk Lammestothe seaboard; therefore, 


be it 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the United States 
Government tc provide adequate and continuous ap- 

ropriations for the improvement of the Mississippi 

iver and its principal tributaries so as to secure 
sa fe and free navigation of these rivers, and be it, 

Resolved, That it affords greatigratification to the 
peopie of the Mississippi Valley to see the growing 
disposition throughout the Union to recognize the 
simple justice and aid being rendered by the Govern- 
ment in the construction and maintenance of levees, 
thus protecting and relieving the people of the lower 
valley from the disaster from the overflow. 
In this connectivn we reler with 
pleasure to the work of the Govern- 
ment officers in charge of the river improvement; 
to the Missouri River Commission and the Missis- 
sippi River Commission, whose works have doubled 
the low water depth of those pertions of the river 
where the Commission and the officers have done 
their work, and we induige in the hope that this 
great and meritorious work will not be neglected by 
Congress, but pressed to a succeasful completion. 

Resolved, That we applaud the act of both Houses 
of Congress in encouraging the system of continuous 
appropriations forthe improvement of the Missis- 
sippi iver, and hope it will be extended to the 
tributaries. 

HKesolved, That we express the hope that Presi- 
dent Harrison, who, having been a member of the 
Mississippi Kiver Commission, knows the wants of 
the peopie and the demands of Congress for the im- 

rovement of the river, will affix his signature to the 
str presented to him for his approval. 

immediately this report became tha subject of dis- 
sension and Col. Robert Gates of Memphis promptly 

resented the following amendment to the resolu- 


jons: 

‘Resolved, Further, that the Mississippi River 
should more and more be considered by and pro- 
vided for by the Congress of the United States as 
the Kepubiic’s« chief highway and its only ‘‘inland 
sea’’totheend of navigation by ocean vessels as 
bigh up the river as possible. 

The St. Louis and certain Northern delegates 
opposed this amendment and argued that the 
question of river and harbor improvements 
should not be made a local or sectional one as 
might be considered the case by the adoption 
of the amendment. . 

The members of the committee on resolu- 
tions particularly favored leaving the ques- 
tion of improvefiients to the Mississippi Kiver 
Commission, insisting that the highest duty 
of the convention was to uphold and second 
the recommendation of that commission. 

W. H. Miller of Kansas City said that ifthe 
Mississippi River was susceptible to such im- 
provements as to make it navigable for 
pee tare vessels, then that commission 
should earnestly seconded and supported 
but until such time he deprecated any radical 
direction by the convention in the advance of 
the conclusions of the scientific and conscien- 
tious gentiemen composing that commuis- 
sion,

“Old Hickory’s’’ Old Homestead Now a 
Home for Soldiers. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 13.—The Confeder- 
ate Soldiers’ Home at the Hermitage was 
formally opened yesterday. The main build- 
ing of the institution is now completed and it 
will provide a home for 125 disabled veterans. 
Itis surrounded by nearly 600 acres, once 
owned by Andrew Jackson, all of which the 
State has given to the trustees of the institu- 


tution for twenty-five years. The main builld- 
ing is a substantial two-story brick structure, 
and is equipped with all modern conven- 
fences, being supplied with steam heating 
apparatus, S&S, water pipes, etc. No state 
institution is better bullt or better adapted 
for its purposes.

Free Coinage Men Pleased With the 
Prospect. 


THEY DEMAND FULL REPRESENTATION 
ON THE COMMISSION. 


Friends of the White Metal Should Re- 
ceive First Recognition as Delegates— 
Riverand Harbor Appropriations Be- 
fore the Senate—River and Harbor Bill 
in the Senate—Capital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 18.—The moderate 
silver men in Congress are well pleased with 
the progress which has been made toward 
an international monetary conference and 
they accept it as an earnest of the sincerity 
of the administration. They say, however, 
that at present,in order to make the con- 
ference of any advantage, the President 
must appoint men whe are friendly to silver 
as the delegates of the United States. There 
are to be five of these delegates and the sii- 
ver men argue that this number 
will give ample opportunity for the rep- 
resentation of various views on the subject. 
They are not disposed to insist that the dele- 
gates shall represent the extreme free coin- 
age view as held in the United States, but 
they believe that they should be sincere 
friends of bimetalism and not gold bugs, 
either openly or in disguise. The appoint- 
ment of men bitterly opposed to the coinage 
ofsilver under any conditions would, the 
silver mensay, make the monetary confer- 
ence a farce and deprive it of any 
usefulness. They hope that the  Pres!i- 
dent will seek to give additional weight 
and popular support to the conference by 
sending the names of the American delegates 
to the Senate forconfirmation. They admit 
that he can ask gentlemen to serve without 
asking the approval of the Senate, 
but they belleve that it would 
be more in harmony with the 
spirit of our institutions and would strength- 
en the delegates and the conference if it were 
known that the delegates of the United States 
appeared with the sanction of the Senate. If 
names of men of moderate views are sent to 
the Senate the silver men say that there will 
be no opposition to their confirmation. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS—RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 
IN THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.—The Speaker 
laid before the House to-day a communica- 
tion from the Secretary of the Interior, sub- 
mitting an estimate of deficiency in the ap- 
propriation forarmy and navy pensions for 
the current fiscal year of $7,674,832, and 


recommending that this deficiency be sup- 
plied from an upexpended balance of $8,834,- 
079. 

This betng private bill day, Mr. Stone 
(Dem.) Kentucky, called up the Sibley claim 
bill, which has been under consideration 
several Fridays, and the previous question 
was ordered on the bill and amendments. 

At the opening of the Senate theriver and 
harbor bill was reported back by Mr. Frye, 
Ohairman of the Committee on Commerce, 
accompanied by a report explaining 
every item in the bill. Mr. P 
gave notice that he _ should 
up for action on Tuesday. 
report was ordered printed. The gross in- 
crease made by the Senate Committee was 
about $1,981,148. The decreases amounted to 
$858,000, leaving the net increase $1,123,143. 
The total of the Senate bill is $22,470, 118. 

Consideration of the naval appropriation 
bill was resumed. During the debate Mr. 
Oockrell and Mr. Sherman both strongly 
warned the Senate that appropriations must 
be kept down or there would have to be some 
new means of raising revenue. 

Mr. McPherson of New Jersey, acting for 
Mr. Gibson of Louisiana, who was absent, 
offered an amendment reinstating the 
appropriation of $250,000 for a dry dock 
at Algiers, New Orleans, which had been 
stricken out by the House. This brought up 
a brief and pointed debate as to the condition 
ofthe treasury, participated in by Messrs. 
Cockrell of Missouri, Sherman and others. 

McPherson’s amendment was voted down 
withouta division, but immediately after- 
wards Mr. Chandler (New Hampshire) asked 
the Senate to appropriate $100,000 as a starter 
for a dry dock at Portsmouth, N. H.

Etienne Deschamps Hanged at New 
Orleans To-Day. 


DEATH METED OUT FOR THE MURDER OF 
JULIETTE DIETSCH. 


A New Yorker’s Sentence Commuted— 
Fatal Free Fight at a Base Ball Game— 
Double Tragedy in Iowa-— A Trusted 
Clerk .Goes Wrong Minor Oriminal 
News. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 13.—Fittienne Des- 
champs was hanged in the Parish Prison to- 
day at 1 o’clock for the murder of Juliette 
Dietsch over three years ago. For more than 
three years he has escaped the gallows by 
simulating crazyness. Twice his case has 
been before the Pardoning Board and both 
times a refusal to interfere with the sentence 


has been the result. 

Since Deschamp’s found there was no hope 
for him, he has thrown of his assump- 
tion af innacy; but has of 
the time irritable, and preseryed a 
@ogged silence. He retired to rest last night 
at 9 o’clock and slept tilithis morning. e 
then arose, pesioswaee his ablutions and 
cleaned out his cell. He had given orders not 
to allow an interview with regorters, but 
this morning granted one to the PostT-Dts- 
PATCH correspondent, He claimed that the 
girl took the chloroform, At8 a,m,, heate 
sparingly of vreakfast. Yesterday 
he made his will, He re- 
mained quiet u ta the time 
of the March to the gallows. At 12:30 the pro- 
cession to the gallows was formed, and, after 
prayer, ea was conducted to the 
scaffold at 1:05. Ati:l0the trap was sprung. 
At 1:22 he was pronounced dead. His neck 
was broken by the fall.

Jan. 80, 1889, was a memorable dayin the 
criminal annals of New Orieans. It was the 
afternoon of that day that Etienne Des- 
champs murdered Juliette, thé 13-year-old 
daughter of Jules letsch, under circum- 
stances too shocking to be published in de- 
tall. Thecase may be briefly described as 
one of seduction and murder. Both the mur- 
derer and his little victim were French em!i- 
grants. Deschamps was a quack doctor, 61 
years old, and Jullette wasa siender ri of 
12 years, the daughter ofa very poor French 
upholsterer. 

Desc hamps was a manot polished manners 
and pleasing address, and had but little dif- 
ficulty winning the respect and confidence of 
the Dietsch family. The story is one of 
grossly abused confidence and hospitality 
and a strange, romantic murder. The theory 
of the prosecution was that after tiring of 
the girl Deschamps conceived the mad 
project of terminating the young life he had 
wrecked by choloroform and then end- 
ing his own life by the sume agency. 
The evening of Jan. 380, 889, the 
murderer and his youthfol victim were 
found in Deschamp’s room lying on the bed 
wholly nude, the child dead and her mur- 
derer in an appparently dying condition. 
Deschamps attempted to commit suicide, but 
medical aid saved hig life, and he made a 
second attempt at self-destruction by a dar- 
ing leap from the gallery ofthe pares prison, 
which also proved fruitless. He was tried 
and found gullty, the evidence being of the 
most indisputable character. Unquestioned 
as were the proofs of his guilt from the 
hour the verdict was rendered there 
were not wanting sentimentalists who 
made untiring effortstocheat the gallows. 
The case was appealed to the Supreme Court, 
and on bills of exceptions tothe rulings of the 
lower court a new trial was granted. An- 
other verdict of cai was brought in despite 
the testimony of medical experts to the effect 
that Deschamps was insane. It was con- 
tended that Deschamps never intended to kill 
the child, but that she had died while under 
the influence of chloroform, administered as 
a medical experiment in pursuance of his 
calling as a mesmeric physician, 

The case was taken asecond time tothe 
Supreme Court, Dut the verdict of the lower 
court was ststained and the sentence of 
death passed upon him, but the date ofthe 
execution waS delayed until last month, when 
Gov. Nichols fixed the 22d of April as the day 
for execution. The Board of Pardons refused 
to recommend that his sentence be commuted 
to imprisonment forlife. Attorney-General 
Rogersinan able paper entered an opinion 
that the man was sane on the question 
of hypnotism. A commission of medical 
experts disallowed the finding by a report to 
the effect that the aged criminai was insane, 
and advocated the commutation of his sen- 
tence. Thus matters stood when on the day 
fixed for a second hearing before the Board 
of Pardons Judge Marr, the trial judge in 
the case, mysteriously ogy typowns and the 
question of areprieve on the recommenda.- 
tion of the board was Set aside by reason of 
the judge’s disappearance, 

Before the first day for the execution ar- 
rived Deschamps was granted a respite. The 
cage was again taken before the Board of 
Pdrdons on April 28, but they refused to vote 
for a commutation of sentence and the Goy- 
ernor ordered the execution to take place to- 


day. 


HORRIBLE DOUBLE MURDER. 

ORESTON, lo., May 18.—The most horrible 
crime in the history of this section of Iowa 
was disclosedon a small farm near Prescott 
yesterday. ‘Returning home in the after- 
noon from Brooks, where he had gone, Will- 
iam Coons found his wife tied to her bed with 
a bullet wound in her head. Lying onthe 
bed was his littlé daughter, also murdered, 
with one shot from the deadly revolver. Mrs. 
Coons had evidently been assaulted and then 
murdered. The little girl had attempted to 
escape, but was shot down Im the yard by the 
brute, who then brought her back tothe 
house and laid her on the bed. Coons at once 
suspected his nephew, a boy named John 
Dooley, aged 19, who had been in his emplo 
fora year,and who was found to have left 
with Coons’ team and wagon.

THE CHINESE PHEASANT. 


A New and Toothsome Importation From 
the Flowery Land. 


That reminds me of one of the finest fowls 
in America that, as yet, very little attention 
has been paid to. I speak of the Chinese 

heasant. Itis decidedly the finest fowll 
have ever seen, andl doubtifthe world can 
peat it fur peauty and fine quality in meat, 
says John Kline, writing in the Des Moines 
Register, 

Itisa native of China, vut has been im- 
ported to the Pacific State of Oregon. Some 
years since, about eight years ago, I think, 
the State University of Oregon imported 
twenty pairsfrom China at acostof 310 per 

air and turned them loose on the prairies of 

Vestern Oregon, in the Willamette Valley, 
and passed a law with a penalty of $50 for the 
killing of one of the birds within the limit of 
ten years. 

Five years thereafter the birds had become 
so numerous that no attention whatever was 
paid to the law, and they had covereda 
radius of 100 miles. Two years ago last win- 
ter we spent some sixty days about the 
capital of the State, Salem, and saw hundreds 
of them and had the fun of pulling the trig- 
ger on several occasions, but the birds al- 
ways got away from our shot, as they go 
about as quick as greased lightning, Dut they 
were not so fortunate from the shots of some 
of my friends, who brought down several of 
the beauties. 

In color they are variegated—brown, Diack, 
speckled with gold bronze about the neck of 
the male bird, along, tapering tall, dark 
brown rings about one inch apart on the tail, 
light drab background and other colors too 
numerous to mention. The female bird is 
muchthe color and sizeof the prairie hen. 
They hide itn the grass, the same as the 
prairie chickens, and when they are flushed 
they go like a fash, and the chances are ten 
to one thata tenderfoot lets them get away. 
They camp about the farm, and in one in- 
stance that 1 know of crossed with a domestic 
chicken, 

The meat is fine and white, and is better 
than any tame fowl we ever tasted. Their 
filightis very rapid, ana when they alight 
they run like a wild turkey. They go in flocks 
or single, and, like the fprairie chickens, are 
seldom seen On thetrees. They roost in the 
grass and weeds, frequently coming about 
the barn, and seem to want to be with the 
tame chickens. 

Why our sportsmen of Iowa have not im- 
ported the bird long agé is a wonder to us. 
‘they can now be had in Oregon at a reason- 
able price. They manage some way to get 
them, though I don’t think they can 
be trapped. Twenty pairs of them turned 
loose about Saylorville brush with a heavy 
penalty for killing for a few years would 
soon make fine sport for the gunners, as they 
increase very rapidly. Our climate might be 
some against them, but I have no doubt they 
would do well in the timber part of our coun- 
try, and as they are well feathered, I see 
nothing to hinder them doing as well as the 

rairie chicken, and, as that bird will soon 

e extinct, andthe Chinese pleasant seems 
to propagate best about the farms, it seems 
to me our farmers and sportsmen ought to 
move with a trial of the new bird.

TOBACCO A FOE TO BACILLL 


A European Protessor Demonstrates the 
Germicidal Qualities of the Weed. 


From the All the Year Round. 

It has long been a poe opinion that to- 
bacco is an antiseptic, and this belief seems 
to have some solid basis of fact. Prof. Vin- 
cenzo Tassinariof the Hygienic Institute of 
the University of Pisa, recently made some 
very interes we Ragas oy on the sup- 
posed germicidal virtues of tobacco 
smoke, which seemed to show that it 
really had a destructive action upon the 
growth of bacilli, those minute organisms 
which are said to be the cause Of a Vast num- 
ber of bodily fills that flesh is heir to, ;: 
Tassinari observed the action of the fumes 
upon seven different kinds of bacteria—the 
so-called cholera bacillus, the cattle dis- 
temper bacillus, the pus coccus, the Finkler- 
Prior bacterium, the typhus and pleuro- 
mae oa bacillus and the blue pus bacil- 
us. 


Wishing to imitate as closely as possible 
the processes going on in a smoker’s mouth, 
the professor passed tobacco fumes through 
a horizontal tube into a receptacle kept 
moist by damp cotton wool, which contained 
alsoa colony of bacilli. The result showed 
thatthe smoke retards the growth of some 
kinds of bacilliand absolutely prevents the 
growth of others. The tobacco experimented 
with was that used in making the large Cav- 
our cigar, much favored in Italy, and it is 

roved that its fumes retard the growth of pus 

acilli by peveny tts hours, and of cattle 
distemper bacilli by 100 hours, while they ab- 
solutely arrest the growth of the ‘so-called 
cholera and typhus bacilli. If Prof. Tassi- 
nari’s results may be relied upon, it is evident 
that not only is tobaccag not the deadly enemy 
of man—and it is singular with what eager- 
ness man takes to so many of his deadly 
enemies—bDut in many instances it his gry 
friend, not oy by way of solace, butasa 
warder off and destroyer of deadly germs 
that insist on colonizing his body m4 
it to their own uses.

HEAVY RAINS REPORTED ALONG THE 
NORTHERN MISSOURI. 


- 


\Armourdale Under Water and the Resi- 
' dents Driven Out—Crevasse Showing 
at Bayou Mason-Condition of the 
Leveee—The Oolorado Rising—High 
Water at St. Louis—Fiood News. 


Kaweas Orry, Mo., May 18.—The Missouri 
‘River this morning marks a stage of water 
‘Dine-tenths of a foot above the danger line, 
‘which is 21 feet. The water now stands 21.9 
feet above low-water mark and is rising 
‘steadily. The Signal Service reports yester- 
day's rainstorm, which amounted almost 
to a deluge here—was fully as severe all along 
‘the Missouri Riverup to the Northern Mis- 
souri line, and far above that. It is ex- 
pected, therefore, that the volume of water 
inthe channel will increase for the next 
twenty-four hours at least. Har- 
jem, a small town across the river 
from Kansas Oity, is flooded. The 
signal service gave timely warning of the 
flood, and every family, the location of whose 
house was in a dangerous position, moved to 
higher and safer ground. Some did not take 
time to remove their household goods and 
they will suffer some loss. The packing 
house of the Phoenix Package Co., in Kansas 
City, Kan., has several feet of water in its 
lower floor, and other establishments of man- 
ufacturing concerns are flooded, necessitating 
the suspension of their business. Armour- 
dale, on the banks of the Kaw River, which Is 
also at foodtide, is under water in its lower 
parts and many families have been driven 
from their homes. 


THE LOWER RIVER. 
VicksBpuURG, May 13.-—Authentic advices 
from Delhi, La., say that the water from the 
Brooks mill crevasse began showing upin 
the Bayou Mason at that piace yesterday 
and the next twenty-four hours causeda 
inch.

SITUATION ON THE LEVEE. 

The approaches to the wharf boats lack ten 
feet of extending,to the bank and freight ts 
being handled under difficult circumstances, 
and on some of the whartfs it is nearly impos- 
sible to remove freight either one way 
or the other. Skiffs, stage planks 
and lumber of every description have been 
ea into service and are tied up between 
the shore andthe wharf boats in every con- 
celvable shape. The outlook at present pre- 
sents @ very favorable appearance for a repe- 
tition of the ’88 flood, and. the old river men 
view the situation with: ‘‘Sheis going to 
surpass the flood of ’8 and you may look out 
as there istrouble ahead.’’ The Missouri 
River continues to rise and the muddy water 
is being hurled into the Mississippi 
with wonderful guy f and from this rise 
the Mississippi will be swelled to overflow- 
ing. The danger line, which is supposed to 
be 82 feet, willinall probability be reached 
to-night, and afterthat event it will take an 
expert statistician to calculate the danger 
that may be expected. The river is now 
rising at the rate of one-half inch an hour, 
and before morning it is feared that the an- 
gry waves will be creeping into all the store- 

ouses on the levee, especially those near the 
foot of Morgan street. 

DANGER IN NORTH 8ST. LOUTS. 

George Finn, Superintendent of the Knapp 
Stout &Co.’s lumber landings, and one of 
the best posted men on the river, said this 
morning: **Thesituationis at least appre- 
hensive, The C., B. &Q. people told me this 
morning that the river was on a rampage all 
the way down, and without unneces- 
sary alarm three feet addi- 
tional rise can be for. 
Just south of Bremen avenue in a three-feet 
opening between the C., B. &Q. tracks and 
the southeast corner of the Knapp,Stout & Co. 
company’s lumber yards the water was 
within a couple of inches of severing its con. 
fines and flooding the surrounding territory 
for half a mile sqaure. This area is occupied 
by the squatters in ‘‘Oklahoma.’’ 

The threatened break was just discovered 
in time, and a few dozen sturdy fiat- boat mén 
hurriedly built an embankment yesterday 
afternoon. The rise last night got withina 
few inches of the crown of the fortification 
and it looks to-day like the river will wrest 
the advantage from the workmeo and go in 
anyhow. 

A SEWER BURSTS. 

The city sewer which connects with a regu- 
lar system at Broadway and Bremen avenue 
and empties at the foot of the latter 
thoroughfare, has been the cause of much 
anxiety these last few days. Yesterday after- 
noon it bursted asunder with a loud crash 
between Hall street and Bremen avenue, just 
in the rear of the Knapp, Stout & Co. Com- 
pany’s planing mill, Hall street and Bremen 
avenue. Fortunately the water found an 
outiet in adepression half a block square, 
which was many years agoa portion of Lin- 
grass Creek. The bedof the old creek filled 
up very fast and the rise to-day is putting the 
water pretty near thetop. 


BROADWAY THREATENED. 

The Sewer Department will find plenty of 
work there. If the water passes beyond its 
confines it will flood a big stretch of territory 
in the neighborhood which is occupied by 
lumber yards, factories, etc., and would 
likely cross the Broadway cabie tracks, 
north of Bremen avenue and between there 
and Angelica street, something that the rise 
of 1844 did not do. Some engineering 
ingenuity will be reqnired to retard its 
spread, aftera few feet moreofa rise. The 
Knapp, Stout & Co, Company’s planing mill 
was forced to suspend work to-dayas a result 
ofthe break. Southof North Market street 
in a semi-circle curve as far as Cass avenue, 
the river is washing the Wabash tracks and 
at some points has crossed them, 

IN THE LOW LANDS. 

One of the most disastrous consequences 
of the flood so far is the inundation of the 
low lands east of Broadway and north of East 
Grand avenue as farasthe eye can see. One 
of the best points of observation is the north- 
east settling basinof the Water-works at 
Bissell’s Point. 

From there the sceneis one of waste and 
desolation. Theriver proper did not break 
from the channel, but backed up througha 
sewer top leading up from the foot of East 
Grand avenue. Inashort time there was a 
flood that covered a territory extending from 
the river front ridge to Main street west, 
five blocKs wide ana several blocks in length. 
The territory now flooded to the depth of 
anywhere from three and a half to eight feet, 
was occupied by about forty families, who 
have all been forced to evacuate and leave 
their little homes to the mercy of the mad 
waters. Before leaving, many of the people 
moored their homes to trees to prevent 
‘them from being swept away. Along the 
river front the river has not been able to 
reach over the C., B. & Q. tracks, but lacks 
only a foot or so of doing it. he water- 
works conduit running along in serpentine 
form from the old Water-works at Bissell’s 
Point to the new one atthe Chain of 
Rocks ts intact, but looks like a narrow path- 
way, the water washing against both sides 
of it. No danger, however, is apprehended 
of its inundation, as itcan withstand fifteen 
feet of a rise. 

THE ONLY LAND VISIBLE, 

The only point now visible between East 
Grand avenue, north as far as the sight can 
reach, and between the river and Main 
street is the conduit, C., B. & Q. tracks and 
the high ridge that skirts the river front 
from the old water-works north. This is in 
danger of being washed away at any 
moment. Just north of the Water- 
works raftboat with a raft is 
moored to a little knoll of 
dry land, anditis only by keeping up steam 
that she and the raft is kept from being 
swept.away by the flood. A 5% foot sewer 
that connects with a Broadway sewer and 
empties at the foot of Ferry street has flooded 
all of the land in the water-works, a tract oc- 
cupying about forty acres. It surrounds the 
settlimg basins but cannot get over them. 


SAVING LUMBER. 

Acouple of tugs in charge of Capt. Tom 
Parker were sent up to Alton Slough last 
night to prevent a fleet of several million feet 
of lumber from being carried away. The 
lumber is moored in Alton Slough, but is in 
momentary danger of being wrecked 
by a powerful current that flows 
through there at the rate of 
eleven milesan hour. As aconsequence of 
the flooded railroads and country in the ter- 
ritory from which stock comes, the Union 
stock Yards are suffering from light receipts, 
and ifthe water goes a littie higher all ship- 
ments from the line of the Missouri! Pacific will 
be cut off entirely until the river recedes. 

At the foot of Clinton street the river has 
surrounded the Swartz Bros.’ grain elevator, 
a tall building twelve stories high. It stands 
outinthe stream 400 feet, with big banks of 
driftwood piling against it. Just a little south 
of Tyler street the water has reached the 
level ofthe Wabash Western tracks and is 
running Over from 8 to 6 inches. The railroad 
engines run through Mg hp to prevent their 
fires being put out. By this afternoon several 
more inches of a rise will stop traffic.

DO HENS TALK} 


Of Course They Do, and Understand Each 
Other, Too. 


From the Youth’s Companion. 

After the language of crows, quails and 
monkeys, the lan ge of hens has come for- 
ward as a subject for scientific study with 
the phono oe A scientific Frenchman 
M. Prevot iy audray, has become convince 
that rd fowls have a real language,and 
that the curious sounds which they are con- 
stantly uttering are perfectly understood by 
one another. 

He has for some t! kept a phonograph 
hung up in a coopin which several cocks, 
hens and chickens are confined. e + 
caused, asit were, the fowls to talk about ail 
sorts of things by agitating them one way 
and another, by letting them become hungry 
and then feeding certain of them while the 
others ‘‘complain,’’ and in m ways has 
induced them to utter all the sounds of w hich 
they seem te be capable. 

These sounds the phonograph has faith- 
fully recorded, and M. Prevot du Haudray 
declares himself able to demonstrate from 
them that the chickens have a means of com- 
munication which may properly be called a 
language. 

Persons who have observed the habits of 
pou Itry will not find it difficult to belleve that 

hey converse a great deal together, while the 
old hens are undoubtedly very much given to 
talking tothemselves. It will be interesting 
to observe, for instance, when the French 
student of the subject has completed his re- 
port, exactly what a hen means when she 
goes around the yard exclaiming, at the top 
of her voice, *‘Kra-a-a-ah—kKran-krah-krah- 
Krah!’’ Thesignificance ofthis speech has 
pugzied many observers. 

M. Prevot du Haudray’s pacaceraye may 
also settle the vexed questions of what are 
the syllables actually pronounced by a rooster 
when he crows. It is traditional among 
Knglish speaking people that the cock says 
**Cock-a-doodle-doo!’*’ But a Frenchman 
represents the sound—which, by the way, he 
callsthe cock’s ‘‘singing’’—with the syila- 
bles Corcorico. 

Tothe German ‘the rooster seems to say 
Kikiriki—the i’s in this word having the sound 
of the Englishiee. The Italians represent the 
sound by still another and different com- 
bination of syllables, Every nation, no 
doubt, has its own idea of the way to repre- 
sent this familiar remark of chanticleer. 

But it is hard tosee how therecan be any 
variance in the representation of the cack- 
ling ofahenafter she bas laidanegg. She 
articulates with great plainness and positive- 
nea the syllable, ‘‘Out-cut-cut-cut-ca-dah- 
cu 1?° . 

Recently there von s avery interesting crow- 
ing contest between roosters in Belgium. The 
poultry-raisers in the vicinity of Liege are 
such admirers of the music which their 
roosters furnish that they decided to holda 
competition at Liege in order to prove defin- 
itely whose rooster was the champion crower. 

Allthe birds entered in the competition— 
and there was a great number—were placed 
in cages, one in each cage, with a trust- 
worthy man in front of each to record the 
crowings. The contest lasted one hour, and 
the cock which crowed the greatest number 
of canes in that period received a valuable 
prize. . 

The winner ofthe prize crowed 134 times, 
or more than twice a minute. Any one who 
has seen a young rooster mount a barnyard 
fence and crow until the housewife comes 
out and throws a milk-pan at him will not 
be inclined to impeach the accuracy of this 
count, unless he thinks it is understated. 
It is possibie that the Liege cocks were em- 
barrassed by the strange surroundings, and 
did not do themselves justice.

THE FUTURE MOTIVE POWER. 


Scientists Asking What Is to Take the 
Place of Coal Years Hence. 


From the Cincinnati Times-Star. 


Inan interesting article on ‘‘After Coal, 
What?’’ published in the current Western 
Christian Advocate, Prof. E. T. Nelson indulges 
in some speculation as to what the world is 
to do after the coal flelds are all exhausted. 
He says the millions of tons England and 
Wales are enaucry Dass out of the mines 
are rapidly diminishing e supply, and be- 
cause Of the constantly increasing demands 
in this country, the supply is sorapidly dli- 
minishing thatit becomes easy to calculate 
how long it willlast. There is no indication 
that anywhere in the world coal is 
bein formed. The so-called ‘‘bottled 
sunshine,’’ stored in the millions of 
ages that are past is now the reserve, and is 
being rapidly drawn on. Upon coal civiliza- 
tion itself depends. Without it the mighty 
industries of the world must dieand the 
cities would die withthem. Transportation 
on landor seats as dependent oncoal as 
upon humanagency. Electricity cannot al- 
together succeed steam power because elec- 
tricity is one ofthe results ofsteam power 
applied. Water power exists only in iso- 
lated places. For trans-ocean purposes an 
application of such power would be impos- 
sible. The steamer City of New York con- 
sumes daily 850 tons of coal, or for a ten days’ 
trip 8,500tons. If of 7,000 tons burden half 
her capacity must be taken up with that 
which produces the propelling power. Thou- 
sands of steamers now plying the waters of 
the world have appetites for coal almost 
equal tothat of the City of New York, and 
are obliged inthe same way towaste space 
in carrying the supply. 

‘Lhe thing which is to take the place of this 
power producer, Prof. Nelson suggests, is 
some kind of explosive. Nitro-glycerine has 
a lifting power 800,000times its own weight. 
Three and a half pounds of it while explod- 
ing, Prof. Nelson says, developsa pressure of 
470,000 atmospheres, Or 7, 250,0/0, pounds to the 
squareinch. This monster, he insists, can 
be harnessed and controlled as thoroughly as 
steam or electricity is controlled. He says: 

‘*The maximum value of nitro-glycerine is 
8,000 times thatofthe best coal. One pound 
contains a concealed power sufficient, when 
setfree, tocarry this mighty steamship at 
its present rate for the next sixty minutes— 
twenty-four pounds a day, 200 pounds a voy- 
ageintheface of the greatest storme that 
sweep the Atlantic.’’ 

The@vunkers of, many of the steamers as 
they leave New York contain 4,000 tons of 
coal; if nitro-giycerine became its motive 
power the steamers would have room for 
4,000 tons more freight than they now carry. 


WALKING IN A CIRCLE, 


Explanation of Why People Lost in the 
Woods Don’t Go in a Straight Line. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 

The fact that people lost on a desert orin a 
forest invariably walkina circle is due to 
slight inequality inthe length of the legs. 
Careful measurements Of a series of skeletons 
have shown that only 10 per cent had the 
lower limbs equal in length; 35 per cent had 
the right limb longer than the ieft; while in 
55 per cent the leftleg was the longer. The 
result of one limb Being longer than the other 
will naturally be thata person will, uncon- 
sciously, take @ eee step with the longer 
limb,and consequently will trend to the right 
or left,according as the left or right leg is the 
longer, unless the tendency to deviation is 
corrected by the eye. 

ihe left leg being more frequently the 
longer, as evidenced sd measurement of the 
skeleton, the inelination should take place 
more frequently to the right than to the left, 
and this conclusion is quite borne out by ob- 
servations made on @& number of persons 
when walking blindfolded. Further, on 
measurement of the arms, it is found that in 
72 per cent the right arm is longer than the 
left, whilein 24 r cent the left arm isthe 
longer, showing that a considerable majority 
of persons are right-handed and left-legged. 
Ths inequality in the length of the limbs is 
not contined to any particular sexor race, 
but seems to be universal in all respects,

WHY FIRE-PROOF BUILDINGS BURN. 


The Foresight Expressed in the Main 
Construction Lost in the Finish. 


Edward Atkinson in Engineering Magazine. 

Anyone who hasever witnessed the rapid 
spread ofa great fire may well doubt the re- 
sistance of a steel building ed only with 
a thin veneer of non-heat-conducting ma- 
terial. Inthe great Boston fire the writer 
witnessed the spread of the fames to wind- 
ward across a street 120 feet wide in such a 
manneras would utterly forbid him from 
ever granting a policy upon a tall office 
building constructed in the manner described, 
which might be exposed to the heat gene- 
rated by the combustion of a warehouse 
of ordinary construction in close proximity 
to it. The instances of the complete de- 
struction of so-called fire-proof factories, 
store houses, wheat elevators and other 
buildings composed mal of iron and brick 
are sO numerous as to have given under- 
writers a profound distrust of iron or steel 
unless so thickly incased with non-heat-con- 
ducting material as not to’ be Hable to be 
heated to the point of dangerous expansion. 

l once computed the heat units In the many 
cords of pine wood yg Sag ge etc., 
in what purported to be a slow-burning 
warehouse of heavy mill construction and I 
found that it would have sufficed to supply 
charcoal enough to melt a large charge of 
pig-iron in a puddling furnace, 

It thus happens that one often finds in a 

apers a record of the complete destructi 

y fire of what had been called eithera fire- 
proof buliding, or a buliding of so-called mill 
construction, or a slow-burning building free 
from hollow spaces and free from many of 
the faults which infest the sommon examples 
of combustible architecture—merely because 
the same foresight which had been exercised 
in the main elements of construction had been 
lost in dealing with the finish. All these 
causes of danger are very prevalent, even in 
buildings which might be wholly safe from 
the rapid combustion of any part of the 
building itself, if common sense had been 
— to the finish. 

t therefore follows thatthe true question 
of safety does not consist wholly either in 
limiting the height or the number of stories, 
or the width and length of floor with Each 


of these elements must be dealt w! in con- 
nection with the method of fini ing, and 
even then the final consideration must be 
eyes to the proposed use or contents of such 

ulldings. Until all these elements have been 
carefully considered and until specific rules 
have been establisned in regard to each and 
allithe elements that I have named, no abso- 
lute conclusion can be reached either in re- 
spect to height, number of stories, or area of 
floor, so far as the danger of loss by fire is 
comcerned.

Kawsas OrTy, Mo., May 18.—The Missouri 
‘River this morning marks a stage of water 
‘pine-tenths of a foot abovethe danger line, 
which is 21 feet. The water now stands 21.9 
feet above low-water mark and is rising 
‘steadily. The Signal Service reports yester- 
day's rainstorm, which amounted almost 
to a deluge here—was fully as severe all along 
the Missouri Riverup to the Northern Mis- 
souri line, and far above that. It is ex- 
pected, therefore, that the volume of water 
inthe channel will increase for the next 
twenty-four hours at least. Har- 
lem, @ small town across the _ river 
from Kansas City, is flooded. The 
signal service gave timely warning of the 
flood, and every family, the location of whose 
house was in a dangerous position, moved to 
higher and safer ground. Some did not take 
time to remove their household goods and 
they will suffer some loss. The packing 
house of the Phoenix Package Oo., in Kansas 
City, Kan., has several feet of water in its 
lower floor, and other establishments of man- 
ufacturing concerns are flooded, necessitating 
the suspension of their business. Armour- 
dale, on the banks of the Kaw River, which Is 
also at floodtide, is under water in its lower 
parts and many families have been driven 
from their homes.

SITUATION ON THE LEVEE. 

The approaches to the wharf boats lack ten 
feet of extending.to the bank and freight ts 
being handled under difficult circumstances, 
and on some of the wharfs it is nearly impos- 
sible to remove freight either one way 
or the other. Skiffs, stage planks 
and lumber of every description have been 
oom into service and are tied up between 
the shore andthe wharf boats in every con- 
ceivabie shape. The outlook at present pre- 
sents a very favorable appearance for a repe- 
tition of the ’83 flood, and the old river men 
view the situation with: ‘‘Sheis going to 
surpass the flood of ’88 and you may look out 
as there istrouble ahead.’’ The Missouri 
River continues to rise and the muddy water 
is being hurled into the Mississippi 
with wonderful rapidity, and from this rise 
the Mississippi will be swelled to overflow- 
ing. The danger line, which is supposed to 
be 82 feet, willinall probability be reached 
to-night, and after that event it will take an 
expert statistician to calculate the danger 
that may be expected. The river is now 
rising at the rate of one-half inch an hour, 
and before morning it is feared that the an- 
gry waves will be creeping into all the store- 

ouses on the levee, especially those near the 
foot of Morgan street. 

DANGER IN NORTH 8ST. LOUIS. 

George Finn, Superintendent of the Knapp 
Stout &Co.’s lumber landings, and one of 
the best posted men on the river, said this 
morning: **Thesituationis at least appre- 
hensive, The C., B. &Q. people told me this 
morning that the river was on a rampage all 
the way down, and without unneces- 
sary alarm three feet of an  addi- 
tional rise can be looked for. 
Just south of Bremen avenue in a three-feet 
opening between the C., B. &Q. tracks and 
the southeast corner of the Knapp,Stout & Co. 
company’s lumber yards the water was 
within a couple of inches of severing its con 
fines and flooding the surrounding territory 
for half a mile sqaure. This area is occupied 
by the squatters in ‘‘Oklahoma.’’ 

The threatened break was just discovered 
in time, and a few dozen sturdy fiat- boat mén 
hurriedly built an embankment yesterday 
afternoon. The rise last night got withina 
few inches of the crown of the fortification 
and it looks to-day like the river will wres 
the advantage from the workmend and go in 
anyhow. 


A SEWER BURSTS. 

The city sewer which connects with a regu- 
lar system at Broadway and Bremen avenue 
and empties at the foot of the latter 
thoroughfare, has been the cause of much 
anxiety these last few days. Yesterday after- 
noon it bursted asunder with a loud crash 
between Hall street and Bremen avenue, just 
in the rear of the Knapp, Stout & Co. Com- 
pany’s planing mill, Hall street and Bremen 
avenue. Fortunately the water found an 
outiet in adepression half a block square, 
which was many years agoa portion of Lin- 
grass Creek. The bed of the old creek filled 
up very fast and the rise to-day is putting the 
water pretty near thetop. 


BROADWAY THREATENED, 

The Sewer Department will find plenty of 
work there. If the water passes beyond its 
confines it will flood a big stretch of territory 
in the neighborhood which is occupied by 
lumber yards, factories, etc., and would 
likely cross the Broadway cabie tracks, 
north of Bremen avenue and between there 
and Angelica street, something that the rise 
of 1844 did not do. Some engineering 
ingenuity will be reqnired to retard its 
spread, aftera few feet moreofa rise. The 
Knapp, Stout & Co, Company’s planing mill 
was forced to suspend work to-day asa result 
ofthe break. Southof North Market street 
in a semi-circle curve as far as Cass avenue, 
the river is washing the Wabash tracks and 
at some points has crossed them, 

IN THE LOW LANDS. 

One of the most disastrous consequences 
of the flood so far is the inundation of the 
low lands east of Broadway and north of East 
Grand avenue as farasthe eye cansee. One 
of the best points of observation is the north- 
east settling basinof the Water-works at 
Bisseli’s Point. 

From there the sceneis one of waste and 
desolation. Theriver proper did not break 
from the channel, but backed up througha 
sewer top leading up from the foot of East 
Grand avenue. Inashort time there was a 
flood that covered a territory extending from 
the river front ridge to Main street west, 
five blocks wide ana several blocks itn length. 
The territory now flooded to the depth of 
anywhere from three and a half to eight feet, 
was occupied by about forty families, who 
have all been forced to evacuate and leave 
their little homes to the mercy of the mad 
waters. Before leaving, many of the people 
moored their homes to trees to prevent 
‘them from being swept away. Along the 
river front the river has not been able to 
reach over the C., B. & Q. tracks, but lacks 
only a foot or so of doing it. he water- 
works conduit running along in serpentine 
form from the old Water-works at Bissell’s 
Point to the new one atthe Chain of 
Rocks Is intact, but looks like a narrow path- 
way,the water washing against both sides 
of it. No danger, however, is apprehended 
of its inundation, as itcan withstand fifteen 
feet of a rise. 

THE ONLY LAND VISIBLE, 

The only point now visible between East 
Grand avenue, north as far asthe sight can 
reach, and between the river and Main 
street is the conduit, C., B. & Q. tracks and 
the high ridge that skirts the river front 
from the old water-works north. This is in 
danger of being washed away at any 
moment. Just north of the Water- 
works a raftboat with a raft is 
moored to a little knoll of 
dry land, anditis only by keeping up steam 
that she and the raft is kept from being 
swept away by the flood. A 5% foot sewer 
that connects with a Broadway sewer and 
empties at the foot of Ferry street has flooded 
all of the land in the water-works, a tract oc- 
capyng about forty acres. It surrounds the 
settiimg basins but cannot get over them. 


SAVING LUMBER. 

Acouple of tugs in charge of Capt. Tom 
Parker were sent up toAlton Slough last 
night to prevent a feet of several million feet 
of lumber from being carried away. The 
lumber is moored in Alton Slough, but fs in 
momentary danger of being wrecked 
by Aa powerful current that flows 
through there at the rate of 
eleven milesan hour. As aconsequence of 
the flooded railroads and country in the ter- 
ritory from which stock comes,the Union 
Stock Yards are suffering from light receipts, 
and ifthe water goes a little higher all ship- 
ments from the line of the Missouri! Pacific will 
be cut off entirely until the river recedes, 

At the foot of Clinton street the river has 
surrounded the Swartz Bros.’ grain elevator, 
a tall building twelve stories high. It stands 
outinthe stream 400 feet, with big banks of 
driftwood piling against it. Just a little south 
of Tyler street the water has reached the 
level ofthe Wabash Western tracks and is 
running over from 8 to 6 inches. The railroad 
engines run through Mb par to prevent their 
fires being put out. By this afternoon several 
more inches of a rise will stop traffic. 

ARSENAL ISLAND WASHING AWAY. 

Thousands of people lined the river bank 
ing Carondelet aig 4 to see the extent of 
damage done by the rising water. The 
situation is more serious. The preaypesss are 
that a portion 0 Arsenal 
Isiand will be washed away. 
The island is now cut into two and just a few 
feet so uth of the United States Signal station 
and supply house the water has flooded 
everything. Despite the rain which 
fell in torrents last night ‘* and 
this morning, the squatters who 
had not yet evacuated their homes worked 
all night in erecting tents on high ground and 
moving their household goods from their 
doomed homes tothetents. The Carondelet 
ferryboat was obliged to suspend operations 
on account of the high water. 

A HOUSE ON ITS SIDE.

From the Youth’s Companion. 

After the language of crows, quails and 
monkeys, the lan ge of hens has come for- 
ward as a subject for scientific study with 
the phonogra pe. A scientific Frenchman 
M. Prevot du Haudray, has become convinced 
that barnyard fowls have a real language,and 
that the curious sounds which they are con- 
stantly uttering are perfectly understood by 
one another. 

He has for some t! kept a phonograph 
hung up in a coopin which several cocks, 
hens and chickens are confined. He has 
caused. as it were, the fowls to talk about all 
sorts of things by agitating them one way 
and another, by letting them become hungry 
and then feeding certain of them while the 
others ‘‘complain,’’ and in many ways has 
induced them to utter all the sounds of w hich 
they seem te be capable. 

These sounds the phonograph has faith- 
yest recorded, and M. Prevot du Haudray 
declares himself able to demonstrate from 
them that the chickens have a means of com- 
munication which may properly be called a 
language. 

Persons who have observed the habits of 
pou ltry will not find it difficult to belleve that 

hey converse a great deal together, while the 
old hens are undoubtedly very much given to 
talking tothemselves. It will be interesting 
to observe, for instance, when the French 
student of the subject has completed his re- 
port, exactly what a hen means when she 
goes around the yard exclaiming, at the top 
of her voice, *‘Kra-a-a-ah—kran-krah-krah- 
krah!’’ The significance ofthis speech has 
pugzied many observers. 

M. Prevot du Haudray’s pocnograph may 
also settle the vexed questions of what are 
the syllables actually pronounced by a rooster 
when he crows, It is traditional among 
Knglish speaking people thatthe cock says 
**Cock-a-doodle-doo!’’ But a Frenchman 
represents the sound—which, by the way, he 
callsthe cock’s ‘‘singing’’—with the sylla- 
bles Corcorico. 

Tothe German the rooster seems to say 
Kikiriki—the i’s in this word having the sound 
of the Englishiee. The Italians represent the 
sound by still another and different com- 
bination of syllables, Every nation, no 
doubt, has its own idea of the way to repre- 
sent this familiar remark of chanticleer. 

But it is hard to see how therecan be any 
variance in the representation of the cack- 
ling ofahenafter she bas laidanegg. She 
articulates with great plainness and positive- 
ness the syllable, ‘‘Out-cut-cut-cut-ca-dah- 
cut!’’ 

Recently there vias avery interesting crow- 
ing contest between roosters in Belgium. The 
poultry-raisers in the vicinity of Liege are 
such admirers of the music which their 
roosters furnish that they decided te holda 
competition at Liege in order to prove defin- 
itely whose rooster was the champion crower. 

Allthe birds entered in the competition— 
and there was a great number—were placed 
in cages, one in each cage, with a trust- 
worthy man in front of each to record the 
crowings. The contest lasted one hour, and 
the cock which crowed the greatest number 
neg in that period received a valuable 
prize. . 

The winner ofthe prize crowed 134 times, 
or more than twice a minute. Any one who 
has seen a young rooster mount a barnyard 
fence and crow until the housewife comes 
out and throws a milk- pan at him will not 
be inclined to impeach the accuracy of this 
count, unless he thinks it is understated. 
Itis possibile that the Liege cocks were em- 
barrassed by the strange surroundings, and 
did not do themselves justice.

THE FUTURE MOTIVE POWER. 


Scientists Asking What Is to Take the 
Place of Coal Years Hence. 


From thie Cincinnati Times-Star. 

In am interesting article on ‘‘After Coal, 
What?”’ published in the current Western 
Christian Advocate, Prof. E. T. Nelson indulges 
insome speculation as to what the world is 
to do after the coal flelds are all exhausted. 
He says the millions of tons England and 
Wales are annually taking out of the mines 
are rapidly diminishing the supply, and be- 
cause of the constantly increasing demands 
in this country the supply is sorapldly dl- 
minishing thatit becomes easy to calculate 
how long it willlast. There is no indication 
that anywhere in the world coal is 
bein formed. The so-called ‘‘bottled 
sunshine,’’ stored in the millions of 
ages that are past is now the reserve, and is 
being rapidly drawn on. Upon coal civiliza- 
tion itself depends. Without it the mighty 
industries of the world must dieand the 
citles would die withthem. Transportation 
on landor seals as dependent oncoal as 
upon humanagency. Electricity cannot al- 
together succeed steam power Decause elec- 
tricity ls one ofthe results ofsteam power 
applied. Water power exists only in iso- 
lated places. For trans-ocean purposes an 
application of such power would be impos- 
sible. The steamer City of New York con- 
sumes daily 350 tons of coal, or for a ten days’ 
trip 8,500 tons. Ifof 7,000 tons burden half 
her capacity must be taken up with that 
which produces the propelling power. Thou- 
sands of steamers now plying the waters of 
the world have appetites for coal almost 
equal tothat of the City of New York, and 
are obliged inthe same way towaste space 
in carrying the supply. 

‘Lhe thing which is to take the place of this 
power producer, Prof. Nelson suggests, Is 
some kind of explosive. Nitro-glycerine has 
a lifting power 800,000 times its own weight. 
Three and a half pounds of it while explod- 
ing, Prof. Nelson says, developsa pressure of 
470,000 atmospheres, Or 7, 250,0/0, pounds to the 
squareinch. This monster, he insists, can 
be harnessed and controlled as thoroughly as 
steam or electricity is controlied. He says: 

**The maximum value of nitro- glycerine is 
8,000 times thatofthe best coal. One pound 
contains a concealed power sufficient, when 
setfree, tocarry this mighty steamship at 
its present rate forthe next sixty minutes— 
twenty-four pounds a day, 200 pounds a voy- 
ageintheface of the greatest storms that 
sweep the Atlantic,’’ 

The bdunkers of many of the steamers as 
they leave New York contain 4,000 tons of 
coal; if nitro-gtycerine became its motive 
power the steamers would have room for 
4,000 tons more freight than they now carry. 


WALKING IN A CIRCLE. 


Explanation of Why People Lost in the 
Woods Don’t Goin a Straight Line. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 

The fact that people lost on a desert orin a 
forest invariably walkina circle is due to 
slight inequality inthe length of the legs. 
Careful measurements Of a series of skeletons 
have shown that only 10 per cent had the 
lower limbs equal in length; 385 per cent had 
the right limb longer than the ieft; while in 
55 per cent the left leg was the longer, The 
result of one limb being longer than the other 
will naturally be thata person will, uncon- 
sciously, take a longer step with the longer 
limb,and consequently will trend to the right 
or left,according as the left or right leg is the 
longer, unless the tendency to deviation is 
corrected by the eye. 

‘ihe left leg being more frequently the 
longer, as evidenced A measurement of the 
skeleton, the inelination should take place 
more frequently to the right than to the left, 
and this conclusion is quite borne out by ob- 
servations made on a@ number of persons 
when walking blindfolded. Further, on 
measurement of the arms, it is found that in 
72 per cent the right arm is longer than the 
left, whilein 24 r cent the left arm isthe 
longer, showing that a considerable majority 
of persons are right-handed and left-legged. 
Ths inequality in the length of the limbs is 
not contined to any particular sexor race, 
but seems to be universal in all respects,

WHY FIRE-PROOF BUILDINGS BURN. 


The Foresight Expressed in the Main 
Construction Lost in the Finish. 


Edward Atkinson in Engineering Magazine. 
Anyone who hasever witnessed the rapid 
spread ofa great fire may well doubt the re- 
sistance of a steel building geoxtes only with 
a thin veneer of non-heat-conducting ma- 
terial. Inthe great Boston fire the writer 
witnessed the spread of the fames to wind- 
ward across a street 120 feet wide in such a 
manneras would utterly forbid him from 
ever granting a policy upon a tall office 
building constructed in the manner described, 
which might be exposed to the heat gene- 
rated by the combustion of a warehouse 
of ordinary construction in close proximity 
to it. The instances of the complete de- 
struction of so-called fire-proof factories, 
store houses, wheat elevators and other 
buildings composed mainly of tron and brick 
are sO numerous as to ve given under- 
writers a profound distrust of iron or steel 
unless so thickly incased with non-heat-con- 
ducting material as not to’ be Hable to be 
heated to the point of dangerous expansion. 
l once computed the heat units In the many 
cords of pine wood eg gage es etc., 
in what purported to be a slow-burning 
warehouse of heavy mill construction and I 
found that it would have sufficed to supply 
charcoal enough to melt a large charge of 
pig-iron in a puddling furnace. 
It thus happens that one often finds in the 
apers a record of the complete destruction 
y fire of what had been called eithera fire- 
proof buliding, or a buliding of so-called mill 
construction, or a slow-burning building free 
from hollow spaces and free from many of 
the faults which infest the common examples 
of combustible architecture—merely because 
the same foresight which had been exercised 
in the main elements of construction had been 
lost in dealing with the finish. All these 
causes Of danger are very prevalent, even in 
buildings which might be wholly safe from 
the rapid combustion of any part of the 
building itself, if common sense had been 
ee to the finish. 

t therefore follows thatthe true question 
of safety does not consist wholly either in 
limiting the height or the number of stories, 
or the width and length of floorareas, Each 
of these elements must be dealt with, in con- 
nection with the method of finishing, and 
even then the final consideration must be 
given to the proposed use or contents of such 
buildings. Until all these elements have been 
carefully considered and until specific rules 
have been establisned in regard to each and 
all the elements that I have named, no abso- 
lute conclusion can be reached either in re- 
spect to height, number of stories, or area of 
floor, so far as the danger of loss by fire is 
concerned,

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NOT A RACE QUESTION. 
The statement of Frep DovuGuassin the 


SUNDAY Post-DiIsPAToH that the negroes 


of this country would be warranted in re- 
sorting to bomb-throwing and other 
methods of violence against the whites in 
reprisal for the frequent lynchings of mem- 
bers of their race by the whites, is a piece 
of gross folly. A man of DovuGLAass’ intel- 
ligence and mental acumen should recog- 
nize the danger to his racein evena hint 
of violence of any kind upon its part and 
especially as a vengeful return for the pun- 
ishment of its brutal criminals, no matter 
how wrongful from a legal standpoint the 
mode of punishment may be. 

Lynchings are not by any means con- 
fined to the negro race. They are resorted 
to chiefly in cases of foul crimes against 
women and children and the record will 
show that a large percentage of the 
victims are white men. Nor are they con- 
fined toany one section of the country. 
That negroes are more frequently the 
victims is due to the fact that these 
crimes are more frequently committed by 
negroes and when committed upon white 
women, as is generally the case, are more 
abhorrent to the whites. The South 
is the scene of the majority of these 
Offenses against law and order, because 
the negroes are more numerous and many 
of them are more brutal and ignorant in 
that section, while the thin distribution of 
the population in rural communities offers 
favorable circumstances for the perpetra- 
tion of thisclassof crimes. It is natural 
that the majority of criminals of this 
stripe should be of the less civilized ele- 
ment of the sparsely settled Southern sec- 
tion, where the most ignorant and brutal 
specimens of the negro race find that lynch 
law is the only protection of the women of 
the superior class with whom they are not 
permitted to form social and matrimonial 
relations. 

So-called mob law, an 
Offense against society in general, not 
against any race orclass. It is no hard- 
ship against a race or class that any mem- 
ber of it known to be guilty’ of a brutal 
crime, punishable by death under the. law, 
should suffer death at the hands of a mob. 
The criminal gets no more than he de- 
serves and the crime of the mob is against 
the law of the land. The negroes, as a 
race in the minority and still laboring 
under the ban of prejudice, cannot afford 
to speak of violence as a means of asserting 
rights, and itis the height of folly to sug- 
gest it as a means of reprisal in champion- 
ship of scoundrels whose vile crimes are 
the principal causes of the popular frenzy 
which leads to mob executions. 

As the Post-DIsPATCH remarked when 
this subject first came up there would be 
lynchings if there were no brutal 
crimes. They are not visited upon inno- 
cent, but guilty megroes; they are not 
occasioned by enmity to the race, but in- 
dignation against its vicious members. 
The real grievance of the negro race lies 
against those negroes who disgrace it by 
their villainy. The efforts of the better 
elements should be directed to elevating 
and regenerating its worst elements. The 
lynching bee should be discountenanced)jby 
all citizens, white and black, without 
regard for the color of its victims and 
purely in the interest of orderly civiliza- 
tion. Any attempt to make a race question 
of itis fraught with danger.

Hugh J. Brady’s Falling-out With Mayor /| 


Noonan and His Lieutenants— National 
Committeeman Prather Not Afraid of 
Jones, Ewing or Any Other Opposi- 
tion—The Republican Vote. 


**‘No matter whether Iam retiredor con- 
tinued in office, I will go tothe Minneapolis 
convention as a delegate from the Eleventh 
District and cast my vote for President Har- 
rison.’’ 

This was the statement made to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning by Internal 
Revenue Charles F. Wenneker. Replying to 
the reports from Washington that there was 
a strong prospect of the reconsidera- 
tion of the decision to retire him 
from his office he said: ‘‘I know nothing 
whatever about the matter beyond what I 
have read inthe papers. I have asked no- 
body to intercede for me and I do not intend 
todoit. Whenthis matter of my intended 
removal was first announced I simply said 
that if I was to go some good reasons should 
be presented. Since then I have had no official 
tidings from Washington, and I have not 
sought any.The Congressional Committee has 
sent their protests without any solicitation 
from me, and naturally Iam thoroughly ap- 
preciative of their kindly offices.’’ 

THEY ARE ALL GUESSING. 

Of the thirty-four delegates to the Minne- 
apolis convention, the Filieyites can only de- 
pend upon twelve to votefor his re-slection 
as national committeeman.’ Who the ma- 
jority will select isthe question now agitat- 
ing the party leaders. The numes most fre- 
quently heard are those of R. ©. Kerens 
and Maj. Chas. E. Pearce of 
St. Louis, J. L. Bittinger of St. 
Joseph, Col, T. B. Haughawont of Carthage, 
F. M. Harrington of Adair County and Maj, 
William Warner of Kansas City, the nominew 
for Governor. Collector Wenneker, whose 
course in Minneapolis will be very closely 
watched if he is continued in office, said this 
morning that he would be In a better position 
to name his choice for National Committee- 
man when he reached the convention. 


Col. Prather Not Alarmed. 


Democrats all over the State are now ask- 
ing the question who will be the next Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman for Missouri. 
The supporters of Col, John G, Prather, the 
present member, are sanguine of his reten- 
tion, while there is also an impression that a 
combination will be effected by the ratiroad 
interests to knock him out and elect either 
Col. C. H. Jones or E. B. Ewing of Jefferson 
City. Jones is reaching out to ome a boss 
and the understanding is he will go into any 
combination to gratify his ambition. 
Of the four deiegates-at-large it 
is practically settled that -Maffitt and Clardy 
will vote for Prather, and it Is likewise be- 
lieved that Phelps and Jones will vote for 
anybody to beat him, 

There are tbirty district delegates and a 
number ofthem have already declared that 
they will vote for Prather, and the latter’s 
friends believe that he will get a safe major- 
ity. Col. Prather was seen to-day and asked 
concerning his candidacy. 

In reply he said that while he considered 
that he had been honored above and beyond 
his deserts, he had alwaystried to serve his 
party, and so farashe knew no complaints 
had been made; that his acquaintance 
with the leading Democrats of the 
country certainly made him more competent 
to assist his party than a new manoil even 
more ability. His friends in all partsof the 
State had urged him to become an applicant 
for the position again and that he had con- 
sented to do so; that from his knowledge and 
acquaintance with the delegates to Uhicago 
from Missouri he felt reasonably certain 
of being retained. In conciusion he said: 
‘*Of course I do not contend that lam the 
only person entitled to this distinction. The 
position is one of honor, without pay, and it 
is likewise expensive if the incumbent gives 
it proper attention.

STOPPED AT THE BRINK. 


A Derailed Train Almost Falls Over a 
Precipice in North st. Louis. 

An accident, which was barely short of a 
thrilling catastrophe, occurred last even- 
ing at 8 o’clock, at Main and 
Clinton streets.

EUROPEAN ORDERS. 


Their Origin and Age and Why People 
Covet Their Possession. 


From the New York Journal. 

Napoleon I. was the first head of a Catholic 
nation who aid not ask the Pope’s leave to 
found an order. The Legion of Honor has 
been the most successful thing of the kind 
thatever was. Universal exhibitions have 
brought into this Legion its richest members, 
and a number of wealthy foreigners. 

The military honor paid to the remains of 
defunct members is one of its great attrac- 
tions to the French nation, which loves fine 
funerals. 

Originally all orders were brotherhoods, 
bound together by acommon vow made for 
a common charitable, crusading or other 
religious purpose. The Knights of Christ 
of Calatrava, of St. James of the Sword, of 
our Lacy of Montesa, banded together to 
drive the Moors outof Lpain. Those of 8t. 
John were to we hospitality to pligrims to 
the Holy Sepuicher. 

The order of St. Loultsandthe Holy Ghost, 
in its time the most illustrious in Europe. It 
demanding 400 years of unadultered nobioan- 
cestry of candidate for admission, originated 
in a pious spirit. 

The only Knight of the Holy Ghost now liv- 
ing is the Duc de Nemours, to whom Charles 
X. gave it when the Duc wasa schoolboy. 
The last but him was the Duc de Villars 
Brancas,in whom his line became extinct. 
He made use of the privilege of his order to 
have a free seat in the pit of the Francals, 
anda left what fortune he had to the valet on 
whose arm he used to lean in walking to and 
from the theater. This menial took the 
master’s title, and was authorized to bear it 
by the late Emperor, who wanted to spite 
some Faubourg &t. Germain families. 

One only finds in old curiosity shops the 
Oross of the Mexican Order created by the 
ill-fated Maximilian, Queen Isabella was 
prodigal of the insignia of .Isabella the 
Catholic, and the military orders created by 
her father. Any number of tradesmen and 
journalists had them, and the lavish bestowal 
of them suggested the libretto of ‘‘La Grande 
Duchesse.’’ 

EKvery King of France, the one King of the 
French, the two Emperors, and the three 
Presidents of the French Republic, who have 
reigned and governed since the death of 
Henry Ill., have been Knights of the Golden 
Fleece. The predecessors of Henry III. from 
the reign of Louis XI. were in that order, to 
which Guizot was admitted by Isabella for 
the part he took in binding her tothe mapn- 
nikin husband she was so glad to get rid of. 
The two Danish orders (the Danebrog and the 
Elephant) are of great antiquity, the former 
dating from 1462 and the latter from 1219, and 
rank high in Europe.

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Archbishop Ireland’s Critics Receive the 
Pope’s Censure. 


PROBABILITY THAT ALL FURTHER DI8- 
CUSSION WILL BE SHUT OFF. 


Junior Endeavor Societies Being Organ- 
ized in Presbyterian Churches—Mass 
Meeting of the King’s Daughters— 
Union Prayer ' Meeting of Epworth 
Leagues—General Religious News. 


The prospect of every Catholic organ being 
muzzled which was opposed to Archbishop 
Irelanda’s school policy was a prospect that 
evolved itself before the eyes of Catholics 
when they read this morning’s dispatches 
from Rome. ‘‘The Propaganda regrets the 
attacks that have been made upon Archbishop 
Ireland and forbids any further adverse 
discussion’’ is the burden of the latest dis- 
patch from the Eternal City. That would 
mean applying the cloture rule to the discus- 
sion on the Faribault system that has been 
waging furiously in Catholic journals for 
months past. How much truth there is in 
the matter it would be hard to judge. 

Shortly after Archbishop Irelanda’s arrival in 
Rome the Civilia Cattolica, a Vatican-inspired 
organ came out withasharp attack on the 
Archbishop’s school policy. The news of the 
attack was cabled all over the country and 
a few days after the startling announcement 
came overthe wires that the Holy Father 
had written a letter, condemning the attacks 
om the Archbishop and commending his 
school policy. The latter statement was 
hardly credible, and the true story has at 
length come out. 

When Archbishop Ireland reached Rome 
he carrieda letter from Cardinal Gibbons 
favoring his mission. He requested the 
Civilta to pubilsh itand they did so, but 
come outin the same issue with their 
famous attack on his school policy. 

The Archbishop anything but relished the 
scoring and wroteto the Pope stating that 
‘the had been attacked M quarters where he 
expected no kindness,’’ but ‘*he wasnot 
prepared for an attack’’ prelate of the 
church as he was at the fountain 
head of Catholicity. Pope Leo sent the 
Archbishop a diplomatic reply. He ‘‘re- 

retted that Archbishop Ireland should have 
een made angry anywhere.’’ He 
ticulariy regretted that Archbishop 
land should have been made angry 
Rome or by the Civilta Cattolica.’’ Then the 
Pope conciuded by giving the Archbishop his 
biessings.

That 
the paper is prepared to keepon criticising, 
even until Rome approves Faribault, which 
is not probable, is evinced bythe following 

ssage: 

During the course of the controversy over the 
garibault affair we battled againsta persistent and 
unfair opposition, in part misrepresenting us and 
in part bent on coercing us either into silence or 
complaisance, and this bothin public and in pri- 
vate. As our readers well know there was an open 
attempt to place us under the ban of the de- 
crees of the Third Plenary Council of Baitimore. 
In private we were vigorously taken to task and 
angrily censured for our course. It is needless to 
say that we continued on our way in the assurance of 
the integrity of our cause. The event has vindi- 
cated us. We do not claim the r@ult as @ personal 
victory; it iseimply the triumph of truth.

CANADA’S EXHIBIT. 

OTTAWA’. Dntario, May 13.—The Executive 
Commiss] ser for Canada has returned from 
Chiengo, Eiwere he made satisfactory ar- 
rangeme ¥ regarding the exhibit of live 
stock andwaprses from the Dominion at the 
World’s Pqir. The limit of the number of 
the animals for which theexhibition author- 
ities will provide has been increased beyond 
what was at firstawarded. The Commission 
has ascertained that the exposition author- 
ities willaccept all pedigrees which are ac- 
cepted in recognized herd books of Canada. 
It is expected that the United States will 
admit purebred animals for exhibition pur- 
poses duty free ona similar basis. The Exe- 
cutive Commission met the Minister of gri- 
culture for Ontario, and after some discus- 
sion the following basis of mutual action 
was agreed upon: The Dominion Government 
is to pay transportation charges on all live 
stock to Chicago and return, which stock 
does not change hands; alsoto provide food 
for stock while on exhibition. The Ontario 
authorities are to defray the cost of selecting 
the animals and to providea sufficient num- 
ber of herdsmen to take care of them while 
on the grounds. By this arrangement the 
stockmen will be relieved of a large propor- 
tion of the burden which usually attaches to 
such exhibitions. They will, however, have 
to assume the risk of sending animals or to 
insure them. 


WOOL AT THE FAIR. 
NEW YORK, May 12.—The special commit- 
tee of wool manufacturers, whoare looking 
after the woolen interests at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, held a public meeting 
here yesterday. The object of the meeting 
was to submit the plan of cases. Two plans 
were shown and the one 8x50 was approved. 
Drawings of it will be sentto all the woolen 
manufacturers in America with circulars of 
explanation requesting a reply stating the 
amount of space required.

Manual Training School Scholars Again 
Draw the Color Line. 


TRIP OF THE SECOND YEAR CLASS TO 
CRYSTAL CITY ABANDONED. 


The Scholars Objected to Having a Col- 
ored Student of Another Class Accom- 
pany Them—A Pupil Protests in School 
This Morning—Colored Applicants Will 
Be Sent Elsewhere Hereafter. 


The difficulties between the white and col- 
ored students of the Manual Training School 
have not yet subsided. The first trouble orig- 
inated in the third year or graduating class, 
but it has now spread to the second year 
class. The proposed trip of the graduating 
class to Chicago has been abandoned. 
Great interest was at first taken in 
the affair, but owing to differences 
between the students and the teachers 
on account of the negro students, tho inter- 
est began to wane, and whena canvass was 
made so few students would go that the trip 
was given up. 

The students of the second-year class have 
been preparing for their trip to Crystal City 
and when it was rumored yesterday that 
Prof. C. M. Woodward had invited one of the 
colored pupils from the third-year class to go 
with them there was a great hubbub. Pe- 
titions of protest were Grawn upand circu- 
lated in the class. Many of the boys gath- 
ered together at the recess and discussed 
the situation. The discusssions were loud 
and animated. Some of the boys were in for 
snubbing their colored schoolmates. Others 
said that it would be better to wait until they 
got them in Crystal City or until school was 
over. One youth, more.fiery than the rest, 
proposed that they throw them off the train, 
andthus let people see that they were in 
earnest. When the school-bell rang, how- 
ever, the boys dispersed to their respective 
classesand beyond a few remarks nothing 
more was said until this morning. 

A PUPIL PROTECTED. 

Prof. Woodward went to the second 
year class to make arrangements for 
the trip. in thecourse of his remarks he an- 
nounced to them that he had invited several 
of the third-year class, who had been unable 
to goto Crystal City last year. When Mr. 
Woodward made this announcement, one of 
the boys, Chas, Atkinson, sprang to the floor 
and demanded to know ‘‘if those niggers 
were going.’’ When informed that one 
of the colored boys had been 
invited, it is said that Atkinson remarked 
thatit was outrageous to make them ‘‘go 
with those coons.’’ When Prof. Woodward 
had left the room Prof. Spooner rebuked At 
Kkinson severely. 

Several of the boys make the statement that 
the faculty is determined to humiliate them 
forthestand taken on Washington’s birth- 
day. Chas. Atkinson was seen this morning. 
He asserts thatitis a ‘‘put wp job’’ to make 
the second-year class the brunt of the fight in 
the third year. ‘‘Those niggers,’’ said he, 

**do not Belans to our class and they have no 

right to go with us, especially when they are 

not wanted. This businessis simply outra- 
geous,.”’ : 

Thos. Wright is very indignant. He asserts 
that to his knowledg many of the parents of 
the Manual Training School boys will with- 

draw their children from-“he school unless 
the negroes are excluded. He says that they 
have been the cause of much unpleasantness 
in the school. 

Students Danforth, Rodethover and Wire 
were also seen. They are very much agi- 
tated overthe matter and make the same 
assertions as Atainson and Wright. 

PROF, WOODWARD’S STATEMENT. 

The reporter made three unsuccessful at- 
tempts to see the colored boys, after which 
Prof. Woodward was seen. Prof. Woodward 
denies that there has been any trouble in the 
school. He says that the whole thing is the 
result of gossiping and hot-headed boys. 
‘*These colored boys,’’ he said, ‘‘are quiet 
and studious. They have never given the 
teachers any troubie, and I will say that they 
never intended to £0 to Chicago. 
The boys imagined that they would 
want to ZO and vegan to 
talk. The trip was not broken up because the 
negroes wanted to go, but was abandoned 
—— the boys did not take enough interest 
n it. 

‘*The boys ofthe second year are going on 
an excursion to Crystal City, and as several 
of the third-year students were unable to go 
last year, I invited them to goon this trip. 
Whenlasked all those who did not go 
last year to hold up their hands, one ofthe 
negroes held up his. I could not very well 
tell them that they were all invited with the 
exception of the negroes. When I 
told the boys in the second-year 
that I had invited the boys, one of them 
asked me if either of the colored boys. I said 
that one had been invited. Noone said any- 
thing or made any opposition.’’ 

Prof. Woodward suys that the colored boys, 
whose names are Eugene Hutt and August 
Thornton, are exemplary scholars and that 
he has never had occasion to find any fault 
with them. He says that when they were 
admitte there was no manual training school 
for negroes,and as there was no opposi- 
tion at the time they were admitted. 
He says thatthere is nowacolored manual 
training school at Jefferson City and that 
those who apply to him hereafter will be re- 
ferred to that institution. 

THE FEELING BITTER, 

As an instance of the bitter feeling which 
exists towards the hegroes the following isa 
sample: Yesterday, lrof. Krawl while read- 
ing an essay by Eugene Hutt, who is a very 
intellectuai boy, remarked that it was the 
sort of an essay that would be read at the 
commencement exercises. One of the boys 
spoke up and advised him to 
let the ‘‘other nigger read his, as, you will 
want something to fill out the programme.’’ 
He inferred that few of the white boys would 
take part with the negroes. 

One of the boys of the third yeartold the 
reporter this morning that*he did not object 
so much to graduating with the negroes as to 
having his friends compeiled to sit among a 
lot of the colored boys’ friends. ‘‘Why,’’ 
said he, ‘*I understand that the two boys 
have over fifty invitations between them, and 
each one of them means a nigger family.’’ 

THE EXCURSION WILL OCCUR. 

Prof, Woodward this morning stated that 
the Crystal Oity excursion did not take place 
to-day owing to the rain, but would take 
place to-morrow at the same hour, 7:55, 
statements of pupils to the contrary notwith-

Rank First, 


THEY MAY CATCH UP BEFORE THE SEA- 
SON ENDS

4 Hard Day for Man and Beast at the Race 
Track Yesterday—The Results of Yes- 
terday’s Ball Games—A New Tennis 
and Bicycle Club in Prospect—General 
Sporting News From Other Places, 


The Naional League batting averages which 
were recently compiled for the past season, 
show some, very interesting and surprising 
results, the most surprising of which Isthe 
fact that the left-handed batters who asa 
rule were heretofore considered the leaders, 
in the matter of meeting the ball at the home 
plate and lining it out for hits and two bag- 
gers are letting down. 

Dan Brouthers who Is the recognized prem- 
ler batsman jon the diamond to-day always 
bats left-handed. Tom Brown who knocked 
out more hits than any other player in the 
association last season, and Billy Hamilton 
who lead the National League in batting, 
are also left-handed. There are, 
however, some very hard and consistent 
hitters among the right-handed ones. 
Anson, Browning, Davis and O’Rourke are 
good examples, but it cannot be denied that 
most of the consistent sluggers are left- 
handed. Various reasons are assigned for 
this fact but the accredited one is that they 
have the advantage of being able to rattle 
right-handed pitchers with the same ease a 
successful south paw trirler monkeys witha 
left-handed batsman. The latter in nine 
cases out of ten seems to be at sea when at- 
tempting to hit a successful left-handed 
pitcher’s curves. This is a peculiar fact, 
which, however, does not hold when applied 
to right-handed batsmen, when they en- 
counter right-handed pitchers. 

One of the necessary qualifications a suc- 
cessful outfielder must possess is ability to 
throw @ great distance and do it accurately. 

Most of the great throwing outfielders on 


the diamond to-day are left-handed... Hoy, 
who played inthis city last season With the 

Browns, isa good example. The dummy is 
a left-handed throwerand batsman and but 
few can equal him incutting men off at the 
plate. Cliff Carroll and Walter Brodie are 
also good examples, Brod'e especially. His 
wonderful throw from deep center tothe 
plate inarecent game with the Baltimore 
Club, which prevented a player from scoring, 
was one of the best plays of this kind ever 
seen here. Tom Brown, whowas one ofthe 
Boston champions, and who ts with the Louls- 
ville club this season, Mike Tiernan, New 
York’s greatright fielder, George Van Hal- 
tren of Baltimore, Sam Thompson and 
Billy WUamilton of Philadelphia, Hugh 
Duffy of Boston and Elmer Smith 
of Pittsburg are all left-handed players. 
In fact almost every club in the country pos- 
sesses One ortwo. The hard hitting batsmen 
of several years, standing are not hitting the 
ball this seasonasof yore. It is,of course,.too 
early tocriticise thein severely yet, but it 
looks rather peculiar to see great batters like 
Sam Thompson and Tom Brown downin the 
eighties, Jake Beckley in the seventies, Ham- 
ilton in the forties, Connor and Tiernan in the 
thirties and Brouthers and Hay in the twen- 
ties. George Gore, who wasa great hittera 
few years ago, is now in the fifties. Gore, 
however, has been falling off in his work of 
late years, and he will never regain the 
reputation he once had as a_  consist- 
ent and reliable batter. Jake Beckiley’s 
work has also failed to come up to expecta- 
tions. Elmer Smith, Cliff Carroll, Jack Halli- 

and Billy Joyce are the only left-handed 
eatsmen who occupy high positions om the 
list at present. The big fellows iike Brouth- 
ers, Connor, Thompson, Hamilton and Brown 
are, however, bard to keep down, and it will 
not be long before they will again be linin 
them out as they used to do, which they wil 
as soon as the warm weather sets in and then 
look out for some decided changes which will 
surely occur with batting averazes.
